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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not provide for, nor suggests providing for a proxy device which receives 
data from a first apparatus destined to a second apparatus (which is not the proxy 
device). The proxy device then sends a TCP acknowledgement back to the first 
apparatus thereby spoofing receipt by the second device. This indicates to the first 
device that the second apparatus has received the packet of data, even when it was 
only received by the proxy device. 

2. The proxy device spoofs receipt by sending the entire TCP packet to the second 
device via a satellite link. The proxy device performs the "spoofing" by sending a TCP 
ACK intended for the first apparatus which is intercepted by the proxy device. The 
proxy device then discards the TCP ACK received without forwarding the ACK back to 
the first device. The proxy device modifies the TCP ACK received from the second 
apparatus and then forwards this modified ACK to the first apparatus. This modification 
includes modifying the ACK number and then updates the checksum in response to the 
modification. The data is stored in a data structure in the proxy device, and when the 
data is not received by the second device in a predetermined amount of time, resending 
the data from the proxy device, and when the second device sends a TCP ACK to the 
first device, the proxy device forwards the TCP ACK back to the first device after 
ensuring that its ACK number is set equal to the number sent previously by the proxy 
device. 
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3. The claims satisfy the requirements of 35 USC 101 since all the claims recite 
embodiments which are statutory categories of invention, and provide a "tangible, 
concrete, and useful" result as required by MPEP 2106. 

4. In light of the Terminal Disclaimer filed April 23, 2007, the Double Patenting 
rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

5. For these reasons, in conjunction with the other limitations of the independent 
claims, puts this case in condition for allowance.
